ITH the fall of the autumn leaves, 
motorists, especi those new E 
the roads, will be well advised to pay 
ticular attention to those highways w ich 
are bordered or overhung with trees. Road 
surfaces of every type are Foon by the | 
stan leaf, and even the roads 
r to be in a bats avg condition, 
eaf-strewn road must always be 
á & signal that demands attention. When 
leaves fall the process of decomposition has 
set in, and as they lie in gars er or 
small, on the roadways, 
becomes intensified, with the ve t “that 
they not only exude dampness themselv 
but create a very ‘greasy area on the ro 
that possesses all the factors likely to set 
up a skid. 

One of the greatest dangers, I think, 
lurks where leaves lie on tar macadam- 
finished surfaces, which, owing to traffic, 
have become highly polished. A mere 
handful of leaves lying on this type of 
road is quite sufficient to send the car 
into a bad slide, and it is, therefore, in- 
cumbent on drivers, when travelling on 
roads where these conditions exist, to 
exercise care. Roadways which have 
become barely damped following a shower 
of rain are far more dangerous than when 
thoroughly saturated, so that when rain 
starts to fall, or when the roads are in 
the process of drying up after rain, 
cautious driving pays best. There is yet 
another condition of roadway with respect 
to which the motorist should be on his 
guard during the winter months, and 
neglect of which is likely to lead to trouble. 


ROAD SURFACE AS GUIDE TO 
SPEED. 


As most drivers are aware, the ideal 
road surface has not yet been evolved, and 
with the object of finding out the most 
suitable, county engineers are still experi- 
menting with material of different types. 
The result is that one finds several hun- 
dred yards of the same road laid with 
tar macadam finish, another stretch laid 
with comparatively roughed concrete, and 
vet another in which granite diamond- 
shaped chips are embedded in tar 
macadam, givin~ to the surface a better 
tyre-holding quality. 

When passing from one section of such 
a highway to another in showery weather 
it is always a wise precaution for drivers 
to reduce speed. It may be, and often is, 
quite safe to drive at thirty-five or forty 
miles an hour on a roughed concrete road 
on a showery or wet day, but to continue 
at the same speed after passing on to a 
tar macadam-finished surface, which, 
through wear, has become — may 
spell disaster. 

The golden rule to adopt in all these 
conditions is to keep the speed of the car 
such that gentle, graduated pressure of 
the foot brake will bring the car to a 
standstill in a moment or two. The whole 
secret of efficient and safe braking is to 
apply the pressure gradually when roads 
are wet or greasy: never turn or jerk 
the steering wheel gnddenly out of the 
direction in which the car is travelling. 


HOW. TO BRAKE IN EMERGENCIES. 


If an obstacle suddenly looms up in 
one’s course when one is travelling at a 
good speed on a wet day, and there is no 
possibility of passing it on either side, 
far the better and safer way of dealing 
with stich a situation is to apply the 
brakes gradually, but firmly, rather than 
to jamb them on suddenly. In the latter |; 


the former method of dealing with the 
difficulty is adopted the chances are that, 
not only a skid and what it may involve, 
but collision with the obstacle will be 
avoided. I have found on more than one 
occasion when such a set of circumstances 
confronted me that by applying the brakes 
first gertly, then increasing the pressure 
gradually, and, finally, when within a 
yard or two of the obstacle, putting them 
on hard, got me out of a very nasty pre- 


dicament. 
If a quick stop is desired, care should 


be taken not to skid the wheels: The | 
quickest way to pull up is to exert just, 
aa pressure to be short oí locking | 
the wheeli.

BREAKING CYLINDER BOLTS: THE 
CAUSE. 


In these times of high-operating costs 
many owner-drivers are undertaking over- 
hauls which heretofore were carried out 
by service stations. A tip worth —— 
bering by those who intend to take upo 
themselves the decarbonising of their 
engines is to see that none of the carbon 
deposit when being cleaned off the heads 
of the FR finds its way into the holes 
into w ich the cylinder head bolts are 
screwed. The most common cause of 
broken cylinder head bolts is that the 
bottom of these holes becomes filled with 
carbon to a depth sufficient to place the 
strain on the bolt at that point which 
goes into the cylinder block, instead of 
at the head, where it should be. When 
this condition prevails, any attempt to 
tighten the bolt which is prevented from 
going home by the carbon deposit results 
in a break. 

If carbon finds its way into one or 
more of these holes it can be easily and 
quickly removed in the following manner: 
Place two or three drops of oil in each 
bolt hole; the oil makes a “mud ” of 
the loose: carbon. Then get an ordinary 
steel drill of slightly smaller diameter 
than the hole, and turn it with the 
fingers.. The “ mud” will feed into the 
drill, and can he wiped off with a piece 
of rag. Too much oil should not be used, 
as this will make the mixture too thin 
to feed into the drill. 

A NECESSITY FOR TRAMCARS 
AND 'BUSES. 

The dangers which face a motoring party 
following in the wake of a tramcar or ‘bus 
which, after travelling at high speed, 
comes to a sudden halt without any warn- 
ing has been referred to on more than one 
occasion in these notes. The danger is 
growing worse daily, collisions are of 
frequent occurrence, and it is time that 
the owners of these heavy vehicles should 
give a little consideration to the other 
road-users whose lighter cars, and some- 
times their occupants, are the sole suf- 
ferers of these preventible impacts. 

Tramcars are the worst offenders. A 
tram travels on part of its route as fast as 
thirty miles an hour. It cannot change 
its course, and when it suddenly pulls up 
without warning, a following motor car, 
though it may be from thirty to fifty yards 
behind, is almost into it before the person 
at the wheel realises it. However, ‘buses 
are, if anything, a greater danger, be- 
cause, while they possess the means of 
pulling into*the side before halting, they 
rarely do so. 

It has long been a mystery to me why 
the builders of tramcars and the manu- 
facturers of *buses do not equip their pro- 
ducts with an electrical. stopping sign of 
the type now standard on even the 
cheapest type of motor car. It would cost 
little. As soon as the brakes are applied 
in cars with this fitting the “sign 
Pini ie "is automatically illuminated 
at the rear of the car. This is effective 
not. only at. night, but also during the 
hours of daylight. 

Not all ‘buses are included in this 
\ derafanmeiit. however. There is one ex- 
ception, a-small type of *bus operating 
between the City of Dublin and Dalkey, 
which is fitted with a device placed some 
five or six feet from the ground at the 
right-hand side of the rear window. By 
this means when the ‘bus is about to stop 
a red light is shown, which can be seen 
plainly day or night by following cars. 
The example set by this little ‘bus is one 
that well might be followed by her more 
pretentious si isters.

ing to Sir John Simon on the Constitutional 
uestion. He asserted that for once Sir 
ohn was in the wrong, and that never before 
had it been pro that, béfore Parlia- 


iment could alter its taxation, the consent 


of some outside authority must be obtained. 
_ Sir John Simon. however, stuck to his point. 
There was “or he séid, in the agree- 
ments which would prevent the House of 
Commons from exercising its annual. power 
over finance, with relation to the raising or 
lowering of taxes, but commonsense dictated 
that for the purpose of preserving the 
Ottawa Agreements Parliament should sur- 
render some degree of its powers. 

The amendment, after further discussion, 
was rejected by 226 votes to 

Some of the Scottish members were rather 
seriously concerned at the possible effect of 
the power to prohibit importations from 
f countries upon the herring fishery.

CONDUCTS ORATORIO IN 
BELFAST. |

Sir Edward Elgar, the distinguished com- 
peat had an enthusiastic welcome in the 

Ister Hall, Belfast, to-night, when he con- 
ducted ‘‘The Dream of Gerontius’’ and 
several othér of his works, rendered by the 
Belfast Philharmonic Society. 

The attendance included Duke and 
Duchess of Abercorn. 

“ The Dream of Gerontius,”” set to Cardinal 
Newman’s poem, was first performed at the 
Birmingham Musical Festival in October, 
1900, and has been heard before in Belfast. 
The soloists were Miss Astra Desmond (con- 
tralto), Mr. Steuart Wilson (tenor) and Mr. 
Victor Harding (bass). 

As Gerontius Mr, Steuart Wilson had a 
considerable portion of the work. Miss 
Desmond gave a delightful rendering of the 
Angel solo; Mr. Victor Harding was con- 
vincing im his singing of the priest's part; 
the choir, recently augmented, was well 
balanced; the orchestra gave a finished per- 
formance, under ‘the leadership of Mr. Johi 
Crowther. Sir Edward Elgar expressed his 
approval at the rehearsal of the singing of 
the semi-chorus by members of the society. 

Prior to the principal work, the orchestra 
rendered the Overture in D minor by Handel, 
orchestrated by Sir Edward Elgar, while the 
chorus and orchestra gave the Enigma varia- 
tions (Elgar).

A DDRESSING a Cumann na nGaedhea! - 


méeting at Murney, at which the Rev. 

| A, Murphy, C©.C., presided, to-night, 

Mr. S. B. Minch, T.D., said that there was 

one matter that needed immediate attention, 
and. that was the unemployment question. 

“ Week by. week,” said Mr. Minch, “ the 
roll of unemployment is growing higher and 
no attempt is being made to rectify the 
matter. Í had high that the industrial 
policy of the Government would, if handled 
properly, be a means of absorbing some of 
the idle men; but, so far, the Government 
have made no effort to decentralise industry, 
and any attempt so far made has been con- 
fined to the big cities, the country towns 
being forgotten altogether. 

“ Here in Kildare we have many towns 
offering suitable sites for various clontde of 
industry and an immense amount of labour. 
Surely, some form of industry could be found 
which would bring a much needed relief by 
absorbing some of the men who are now idle’ 

““ Unless immediate attention is given to this 
question a very grave situation is bound to 
arise, as reports from all over the country 
show that each week further dismissals are 
taking place. It is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to provide relief schemes, and by the 
application of their industrial policy to the 
country towns, provide permanent employ- 
ment. The matter is urgent and should 
get immediate attention from the adminis- 
tration. 


UNHEEDED PETITIONS. 

Proceeding, ‘the aker said ‘that he had 
to complain about the undue length of time 
taken in the preparation of many admirable 
schemes for drainage ,which would give good 
employment, especially in South Kildare. 
Petitions presented in some cases twelve 
months ago had not been taken up with 
that promptness which one would expect 
from a Government department, and speed- 
ing up on these matters must obtain, no 
matter what Government was in power. 

In their endeavours to combat the present 
depression the Government had recourse to 
the bounty system, and they now had boun- 
ties paid on the export of live stock. So 
far, unfortunately, the producer had not 
benefited to any extent by these bounties,, 
and it was the general opinion that, so far 
as farmers were concerned, they would de- 
rive no benefit from them. 

No industry ever had succeeded by means 
of bounty or subsidies, and certainly the 
farming industry was the last to which the 
scheme should be applied. After all, 
must be recognised that in an agricultural 
country, where the most of the money was 
contributed by the farming community, the 
cost of all their bounties would fall on the 
farmers’ own shoulder. 


Out of Work and 
Hungry. 


Scheme to Employ 
400 Men. 


From Our Own CoRresponvent. 


NENAGH, Friday. 
LARGE number of the unemployed of 
A Nenagh marched to the meeting of the 
North . Tipperary County Council 
Finance Committee in the Courthouse, 
Nenagh, carrying banners inscribed, “We 
want work or maintenance.”’ 

Mr. W. Gleeson, who acted as spokesman, 
said that there were 300 men registered at the 
Labour Exchange. Some of these men, with 
their families, were actually starving. They 
were told that a grant was available, and they 
asked that work should be started imme- 
diately to absorb those who were unem- 
played and hungry. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Guilfoyle) said that 
they all vealised ‘the state of affaits that 
existed. There was a grant of £4,500 lodged 
with the County Council, and the County 
Surveyor would be in a position te get oad 
work started at once. 

At the same time, he thought that the men 
should urge the Government to enlarge the 
grant, as there was immediate need of addi- 
tional money to help the unemployed. There 
was never greater privation among the work- 
ing classes than at the present time.

Linen Trade and 
Ottawa. 


Statement by Ulster 
Representative. 


—-—- ¢ -—- 
Mi" LEWIS G. GRAY, one of the Ulster 


representatives at the Ottawa Con- 

ference specially interested in the 
linen industry; gave an interesting review of 
the work of the Conference at a luncheon to- 
day of the Flax Spinners’ Association and 
Kindred Organisations. 

He said that Lord Craigavon had shown 
wisdom in deciding that an Ulster delegation 
should be attached to and form part of the 
british delegation. It was an extraordinarily 
wise step, as many questions came up there 
on which it was essential that the main 
British delegation should have the direct 
advice of those from Ulster. 

He publicly thanked Lord Craigavon on 
behalf of the whole linen trade—employer and 
and worker—for his action in that matter. 

He also wished to say how greatly the 
trade and the whole of Ulster was indebted 
tu the leader of their little delegation—Mr 
Vollock. Mr. Pollock's long experience of 
uli the affairs of Northern Ireland made n.n 
« kind of walking enclopreedia at Ottawa on 
wll questions affecting them that arose, . He 
was always available at any time—either day 
or night—-to consult with them and help them 
to solve any difficult point that had arisen, 

He had also to pay tribute te his co. 
uivisers—Sir Basil Brooke and Senator 
M‘Corkell—both of whom kept in constant 
touch with the particular affairs in which 
they were interested. 

e could not report on linen matters with- 
out first referring specially to the work of 
Mr. W. D. Scott, Secretary to the Ministry 
of Commerce. He said deliberately that if 
anybody was directly responsible for the 
benefits that the linen trade had obtained by 
the Ottawa Conilerence, Mr. Scott was re- 
sponsible. The linen trade all over the 
United Kingdom owed a deep debt of grati- 
tude to him. 

The most important concessions in tariffs 
on their goods had been obtained from the 
Dominion of Canada. The result of the 
negotiations was that on the bulk of linen 
nunportations all tariffs, as such, were to be 
withdrawn; only.the special duties were to 
remain. (Ap lause.) The immediate effect 
of this dentk ks that on the bulk of ‘their 
imports into Canada, and on a basis of ex- 
change of 5.60 dollars to the £ (approxi- 
mately the rate at present ruling), the 
present 60 per cent. cost of tariffs and other 
taxes on the lu ‘cd Canadian value vould be 
reduced to about 25 per cent. and would 
include no tarifls. Of this 25 pr cent,, 15 
per cent. was special or dumping cuty. and 
was not affected by tariff policy. Truly it 
might be said that the bulk of linen goods 
were now, in normal times, to enter the 
Canadian market free. (Applause.)

BELFAST, Friday. 


The exciting chase of an armed man on 
the Belfast coal quay on the 11th October 
last was ddacribid in the Belfast Custody 
Court to-day, when Thomas Trainor, Fortin- 
gale street, and Thomas Hilland, Stanhope 
street, were charged with the attempted 
murder of Constable Irwin. 

Constable Stertitt, giving evidence, said 
that at 10.70 am., on October 19th. he 
arrested Hilland on the charge of having on 
October 1ith shot at Constable Robert Irwin 
with intent to murder. When cautioned, 
Hilland stated: “I had no gun or anything 
else.”’ 

Proceeding, the constable said that on 
October 11th he was on duty in Station street 
with Constable Irwin. Their attention was 
attracted by three men, one of whom was 
Trainor, who were acting in a suspicious 
manner. The police followed them and they 
went towards the coal stacks on the Queen's 
quay. Witness cut them off and proceeded 
to the end of the Transatlantic shed, and saw 
two men approach. Immediately they saw 
him they hid in the coal stacks, and he 
heard a shot. 

Trainor emerged from the coal stacks and 
at the same time he heard Constable Irwin 
shout : “ Halt, or I will shoot.” Trainor then 
ran along the quay between the coal and the 
water. Witness followed him and caught 
him near the harbour gates. He had the 
revolver in his right hand, 

Continuing his evidence, Constable Sterritt 
said that he struck Trainor with the reyolver 
on the left side of the head, he staggered, 
and then witness seized his right and 
twisted the revolver out of it, 
took Trainor to the police office and charged 
him with attempted murder. He. examined 
the revolver, but could not say whether it 
had been fired or not. The barrel appeared 
to be dirty. : 

The further hearing of the case was 
adjourned until Tuesday, the accused being 
remanded in custody,

Prolest by Roscommon 
U/nemployed.

ROSCOMMON, Friday, 
LARGE deputation, representing the . 
A unemployed workers of the county, 
appeared before the Roscommon 
County Council and alleged unfair distribu- 
tion of the work under the relief grants.

Farmers in the county, he said, had 
registered with the Exchanges and, no 
matter what the area of their holdings, ne 
was bound to emplov them so long as their 
names appeared on the list sup lied. Owing 
to the rule which allowed people to register 
at the local Gardai barracks and Post Offices, 
the managers of the Exchanges had no oppor- 
tumty of iterviewing those registering, and, 
consequently, they found great difficulty im 
designating genuine labourers as against 
farmers.

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l was seeing something of the new social

Huge cranes lowered our cargo of British 
motor cars into the holds, and then we were 
floating down the Thames, the red flag, with 
the sickle and the hammer as its strange 
device, fluttering from the stern. 
When one goes to Russia one perforce 
does as the Russians do, and the sea journey 
is a valuable preparation for arrival in the 
Soviets, which those who go by the alterna- 
tive land route can ill afford to miss Life 
on the Soviet ship is a microcosm of life in 
the Soviets ashore, and as the principle of 
fraternity knews no iimits, one has a pertect 
vpportumty for its study at first-hand, 
Five days on a ship, where almost the 
sole topic of conversation among the pas- 
sengers is the theories of Marx, is long 
enough also for even ihe most reluctant 
listener. with nothing but the sea to escape 
into, to absorb suflicient of Communist dogma 
to enable him when he arrives in Russia to 
have at least a vague idea of what the Rus- 
sians are driving at i 
'The only exgeption I encountered to this 
rule was the lady whom I met on the Volga. 
who borrowed a volume of Marx's. ‘‘ Capital ”’ 
to beguile the tedium of a ten-minutes’ wait, 
glanced at the title-page, and then remarked, 
with the air of one drawing a very subtle 
distinction: ‘‘ Marx. Let me see, 
was more of a Socialist than a Communist, 


wasn't he?” 
“ACCORDING TO MARX.” 


Certainly the Communists amongst whom 
my lot was cast left me no opportunity for 
remaining in ignorance. They numbered 
about a dozen actual members of the British 
Communist Party, out of our total passenger 
list of about one hundred and fifty, though 
they had twice as many followers who were 
Communist in principle, and none the less 
propagandist from the fact that they had not 
yet nominally entered the fold. ' 

' These leaders were not hard to identify. 
Most of the men had the pale cast of 
thought, the haggard countenance, and the 
melancholy eyes which are the badge “f 
those who consecrate themselves to the 
shattering of the present scheme of things 
und its remoulding nearer to their hearts 
desire, but their vitality was overwhelming. 
I liked these male missionaries of a 
materalistic creed, but their womenfolk, 
avgressive and arrogant, I liked less. 
The true Communist is born, not con- 
verted; he fits as faithfully into the Com- 
munist mould as the great general fits into 
the military mould. Like the great gene- 
ral, too, he must be prepared to submit, 
without any consideration of self, to the 
eancencies of a most rigid discpine; he must 
also be capable of acceptng every pronounve- 
ment of Karl Marx, the prophet of Com- 
mupism; as a truth which is for all time 
incunt cy. ertible. The Communist will 
argue for hours on social conditions, listen 
pat.ently to his opponent’s points, and- answer 
them, until finally a proposition is advanced 
which cuts across a specific Marxian theory. 
Then the discussion, so far as he is con, 
cerned, has reached bed-rock. IT cannot 
discuss that.” he says; “according to

IRON DISCIPLINE, 


This is important, if one wants to under- 
stand what is happening in Russia, and 
equally important it is to appreciate the 
discipline to which Communists all over 
the world are subject—the discipline 
which compels them to sacrifice 
their evenings, or to leave their beds in the 
grey hours before the dawn to work for the 
party, We had an instance of this aboard 
ship. 

Spread out on one of the hatches, upon 
which we lay and sunned ourselves in the 
blazing Baltic heat, were a number of books 
dealing with Russia and Communism, which 
the passengers came and bought. They were 
in the charge of a young Communist—a 
school teacher, like most of his companions— 
and one day I asked him why he thus de- 
voted his time. 

“It’s like this,” he explained, with the 
utmost frankness, “I am not a very good 
exponent of Communism. 1 cannot speak 
very well, and if I started arguing I should 
probably put up some argument which an 
unscrupulons opponent would be able to 
twist against me. But everybody in the 
Party has some work to do, and so they give 
me jobs like this 

“If I were to leave these books now, . | 
should get into trouble with the leader of 
our group. Nobody is allowed to slack; 
though i must say,” he added in an 
aggrieved tone, ‘“‘some of our people on 
board are slacking. They seem to think this 
is a blinking holiday."’ 

Poor, unfortunate Communists, who save 
hard all the year to visit their Utopia, and 
then may not regard it as a holiday! They 
used to drop down beside me-as I reclined in 
idleness, drift into conversation, and, in 
order to make our relative positions clear, 
remark. apologetically: “ Am 1 correct, com 
rade, in assuming that you belong to the 
bourgeosie ?’’ 

It takes about two days for the average 
hourgeois to get used to this ‘ comrade ” 
salutation. During those two days he re- 
gurds it as a joke and employs it in the 
same spirit; but it is remarkable how it 
grows upon one; and very soon I found 
myself. like all the other ~ bourgeois pas- 
sengers, accepting and using it as a matter 
of course. 


WHERE JOBS EXIST. 


School teachers, university professors or 
lecturers, and other educational © workers 
formed a large proportion ; in fact, a majority, 
of the passengers on this particular boat, 
with a sprinkling from various other learned 
professions of people who were setting out 
io study different aspects of Soviet life.

Lansbury, the British Labour leader (and, 
therefore, in accordance with Communistic 
practice, addressed as Comrade Lansbury, 
although she had a Russian hushand), 
worked as an _ interpreter, and seemed 
to find life in Russia completely tolerable. 
The second, a Communist girl of good educa. 
tion and bourgeois parentage, was enthusias- 
tic after eight months of teaching English 
on a collective farm outside Moscow, although 
both in regard to ration allowance and pay 
she belongyd to the Jowest grade in the

Soviet workers’ scale, As she told me, she 
had gone to Russia to see it at its worst, 
and she had had her wish. 

' And your enthusiasm enables 
stick it out?' I suggested. 

" Enthusiasm !"’ she exclaimed, ‘* There is 
something there to be enthusiastic about.’’ 

“ But what I mean is, the discomfort. You 
are not so comfortable as you would be mw 
England.” 

‘* Quite so,” she agreed, “ but the mental 
surroundings are infinitely more congenial.”’ 

I met her again when 4 arrived in Moscow, 
and found that she had obtained a fresh post 
teaching English in the city, where her pupils 
would be factory workers instead of peasants. 
Her pleasure at the change was mainly due 
to tlie fact that she would in future be saved 
the weariness of a long train journey when 
she paid her weekly visit tu the opera. 


NEW PILGRIM FATHERS. 


While there are many openings for the 
manual and skilled technical worker, this 
business of teaching languages is almost the 
only hope for those who eh experienced 
only a sedentary life. I met in Moscow an 
American girl, formerly a bank clerk in New 
York, entirely free from. political opinions, 
dressed as though she were on Broadway, 
and, after six months of teaching English 
in Moscow, just about to start on a European 
tour. Another girl, with journalistic ex- 
— in -Amer.ca, who visited me at my 
otel in Moscow, was working as a reporter, 
together with a couple of former n 
journalists, on a Moscow newspaper, whic 
is printed in English for the benefit of. the 
Anglo-American population. 

Even agr:culture occasionally attracts. its 
immigrants, and I heard of a group of 
American Finns who banded together and 
sailed from the United States to Russia, 
where the Government, following the old 
practice of the British Colomies, granted them 
a tract of land in Karelia, which they have 
tilled as a collective farm, their numbers 
having been swelled since by the arrival of 
other Finns, 

One of the immigrants on our boat was 
a mining prospector, who, within a few days 
of his arrival on Russian ‘soil, was speeding 
to the far-off wastes of S beria to start work 
in the gold m‘nes. There were also two Scottish 
coal miners, who had voluntanly renounced 
their jobs in the mines of EWeshire, where 
they had been earn” . sixteen shillings a day 
manipulating eleecric eoal cutters, in order 
to try their luck in the mines of Russia. Al- 
though not-members of the Communist Party 
they had been associated with the formation 
of a ‘‘ revolutionary’’ mivers’ trade union in 
Scotland in opposition te the orthodox. union. 
These men had come to Russia after com- 
municating with the secretary of the Russian 
miners’ trade union, and their hopes were 
high. Their first inquiries in Leningrad, how- 
ever, brought a check, for they were told 
that a condition of their employment would 
be thé assimption of Soviet citizenship. 

While Sovie* citizenship for the foreigner, 
in view of the fact that all kinds of nationals 
working in the union enjoy full political and 
other rights, is of little advantage, it has 
many drawbacks, apart altogéther from the 
consideration of loss of nationality. For one 
thing, the citizen of the Soviet, unless he is 
sent on Government business, is never allowed 
to travel outside Russia, My friends, there- 
fore, did not get to the mines after; but when 
I picked them up again in Moscow I found 
them consoled by the fact that they were just 
about to start work in connection with the 
building of Moscow's great new project—an 
underground railway. 


HOPE AND DESPAIR. 


I have said that some of the immigrants 
find in Russia the land of their hopes while 
others find nothing but disillusionment, and, 
having already digressed so far from the out- 
ward journey, | may jump a little further 
and tell of two cases which I encountered 
later on the homeward journey. One was an 
American technician, a member of the Com- 
munist Party, who had worked for years in 
« Leningrad factory, and was on his way 
home to New York for a holiday. Russia for 
Lim represented Utopia. 

On the same boat were an Australian 
family of man, wife and child—Communists 
again, or, at least, ex-Communists, but what 
a different story! After four years. of work 
im Russian factories they had thrown up 
everything, and were making for England, 
with two pounds as their total capital, to 
look for a fresh start. As I have said, it 
depends upon the individual. 

§ I come back to the boat that was bear- 
ing us to this brave new world—to the Com- 
manists, the social students, and the immi- 
grants, their conversations and their meet- 
mgs. It was the meetings, more than any- 
thing else, perhaps. that made this voyage 
different frum any that.1 had taken on any 
other ship. Day after day, morning and 
afternoop, we gathered on the decks, 
discovered that a chairman had _ arisen, 
and were soon plunged into debates, which 
went on interminably, not being interrupted 
by the summo:.>. to meals, but merely tem- 
porarily shifting their venue. Though we 
talked of many things, the burning topic of 
Communism was never very far away. 

The outstanding characteristic of the 
average Communist debater is his utter ab- 
sence of humour—rather a refreshing quality 
in these flippant days—and any attempts to 
sharpen one’s wits at the expense of mo. 
earnest comrades were but tilting at wind- 
mills. There was no alternative in such a 
community, as this life has to be treated as 
a serious matter, 


FRATERNISING, 


When evening fell, and the tumult of the 

shouting of the orators had lulled, we at- 
tended cinema exhibitions on the deck, or 
fraternised with the crew. Fraternising with 
the crew was by far the more entertaining of 
these divergions, for an open-air cinema in 
iti udes not so very remote from the regions 
of the midnight sun, with a flapping sheet 
as a screen, blatunt propaganda for scenarios, 
and an unknown language for sub-titles, falls 
far short of perfection. 
_ The superlative charm of the Russian ship 
is that when cabined in it you are 
neither cribb’d nor confined. You belong 
to the ship, and it is yours to wander 
on where you will. 1 wandered into the 
Lenin Corner, the club room of the crew, 
gazed at the portraits of Levin, Marx, Stalin 
and the lesser men who rank as saints in the 
Soviet hagiology, turned over the masses of 
Communist tracts to which the Russian 
mariner resorts when the spirit moves him to 
a little light reading, and admired the “' wall 
newspaper,” which is a feature of every 
Soviet factory, farm, or vessel. 

When their seven hours’ day was done the 
crew appeared on deck, the men in their 
stip suits and the women ‘in gay dresses, 
to dance with the passengers, sing their 
choruses, or play their instruments. Or else 
they would gather in a corner of the ship 
and listen while one of their number de- 
livered a lecture, passing on the knowled 
which he had gained probable in one of the 
worker's universities, which are o to all 
the workers of the Soviet. It is thus that 
the Russian workers co-operate in the task of 
—to use the well-worn Russian phrase— 
“ liquidating ignorance.” 

Ou the fifth day we rose in the morning 
to see historic Kronstadt gliding past us, 
and the ships of the Red Navy is at 
anchor. We passed gu the estuary of the 
Neva, and Leningrad lay ahead. lene 
sble tongues murmured the inevitable 
banality—"* 80 this is Russia!”

[TH the settlement of the strike of 
distressed relief workers conditions | 

in Belfast have returned to normal There 
are. several elements in the dispute which 
have not been satisfactorily explained. 
For months it was known that there was 
grave discontent with the conditions under 
which distress relief work was granted, 
and, indeed, with the whole operations of 


the public assistance committees and the | 
application and conditions governing the 
means test. It is certainly to be regretted 
that the Government and the Guardians 
did not take some concerted action months 
ago to remove undoubted grievances. A 
detinite scale of relief has been established, 
as in Great Britain, for married men in 
accordance with the size of the families 
which they have to support; and while, 
in some respects, the scale is not all that 
was asked, it certainly removes the 
reproach that any family in Belfast will 
be in a state of starvation. The position 
of unmarried men and women is still un- 
satisfactory. Single persons living in Jode- | 
ings will receive 10s. per week, and will be 
treated as head of a household, but two 
unemployed single men living in a home 
where the father is unemployed and only a 
sister workingare apparently to get nothing. 
That is scarcely a tenable position, and 
it is to be hoped that some allowance will 
be made to them until they are able to 
secure employment. 


i 


WORK PREFERRED TO DOLE. 


The real remedy for the unemployed 
situation is not dole, but employment. 
The vast majority of those out of work 
would prefer a job. During the past week 
it became clear that the Belfast Corpora- 
tion, the Guardians and the Northern 
Government were jointly co-operating to 
provide more work under the heading of 
relief schemes, and the Belfast Harbour 
Commissioners have decided to push for- 
ward with certain works which are not 
absolutely necessary at present, ‘but will 
become due in the near future. The 
Harbour Board has been giving employ- 
ment to about five hundred men for some 
months in the construction of the new 
dock, and the new works contemplated— 
renovation of the Milewater Basin, re- 
setting of a roadway, and considerable 
painting work—will give employment to 
many more men during the coming 
months. There is also a stirring of 
activity in the almost deserted shipyards. 
In addition to orders for two new ships, 
which, it is understood, have been secured 
by one of the firms, several reconditioning 
jobs have been secured, and one of the 
ships to be overhauled has already arrived. 
It is not improbable that an order for 
another fruit-carrying vessel will be 
placed in Belfast in the near future. One 
of the Belfast firms has achieved a con- 
siderable reputation for the construction 
of the most modern type of insulated 
vessel for the carriage of bananas, which 
is a constantly expanding business. 


NORTHERN FINANCES. 


The complicated inter-locking financial 
arrangement between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland is a source of difficulty 
to many who discuss Northern finances, 
Consequently the address given by Mr. 
R. N. McNeill, M:P., the Independent 
Unionist member for Queen’s University, 
who is an authority u economic 
matters, is appropriate on the eve of the 
aew session the Northern Parliament, 
which will be largely & financial session. 
Mr. McNeill d out that the total 
cevenue of the Si EOIN ig Apptox!- 
mately £12 000,000, SR which sum | 
£9,365,000 was raised by taxation. The 
balance consists of non-tax revenue, which 
includes the land annuities of 
Parii now | DE iam niga 
‘Parliament and a permanen | 
revenue. He also stressed the important 
fact that of the tax revénue about seven- 


eighths of the whole, including Customs 
and Excise (income tax), is imposed by 
the British Government, while one-eighth 
is imposed and collected by the Northern 
Íreland Government. 

The imperial contribution from Northern 
Ireland is also a source of difficulty for 
most people. It is true that it was 
first fixed at £8,000,000 per annum, 
subject in subsequent years to adjust- 
ment by a Joint Exchequer Board. 
It 1s quite obvious that if the British 
Parliament, in gwhich Northern Ireland 
is still represented by thirteen members, 
impeses seven-eighths of Northern 
Ireland taxation, the imperial contribu- 
tion must bear some relation to the yield 
of such taxation in Northern Ireland; so 
in principle it is arranged that Northern 
Ireland’s surplus revenue, after all 
essential services have been paid, forms 
the imperial contribution, subject to 
certain specified minor adjustments. The 
“‘snag’’ in this arrangement appears to 
be that, if there is no “‘surplus’’ revenue 
in -gome. future year, Northern Ireland 
will have to make up the deficit from its 
own limited resources, while if it had 
remained completely in the British Parlia- 


|ment this would be made good from the 


joint imperial Exchequer. 


ROAD VEHICLES TAXATION. 


The Northern Road Users’ Association 
is apprehensive that, following the publi- 
eation of the Salter report in Great 
Britain, taxation will be further increased 
upon road motor vehicles in Northern 
Ireland. It must not be forgotten that 
taxation on heavy motor vehicles is 
already much higher in Northern Ireland 
than in Great Britain, and any further 
increase would tend to put all such 
vehicles off the roads. At the same time 
it will be admitted that the roads in 
Northern Ireland were never intended to 
carry heavy traffic, as the great majority 
of the roads have not adequate founda- 
tions, and it would be better if certain 
heavy traffic should be diverted to the 
railways, where available. The provision 
of wider and better roads is a problem 
which will have to be faced by the Govern- 
ment, in conjunction with local authori- 
ties. There has been considerable im- 
provement in some main roads in recent 
years, but they are still far from perfect, 
while. no consideration has been given to 
second-class roads. 


EFFECI OF THE “TOTE.” 


The dispute between the owners of grey- 
hound racing tracks in Belfast and the 
bookmakers has entered upon a new phase. 
The introduction of the ‘‘ tote’’ has, led 
to the elimination of the bookmaker on 
the courses, first by a boycott; and then 
by a lock-out, ‘Now’ the bookmakers are 
retaliating by opening offices in the centre 
of the city, and inviting their clients to 
visit, them instead of; going to the grey- 
hound racing tracks. It will be interest- 
ing to see how the situation develops. Will 
the crowds that now troop to the grey- 
hound racing follow the example of those 
interested in horse-racing in Belfast and 
get all their excitement from the book- 
maker's office?. Probably not one in a 
hundred of those who bet on horse races 
in Belfast has ever seen a horse race, 
but up to the present, if they wished to 
indulge iú a gamble at dog racing, they 
had to go and see the dogs running and 
spend some hours in the open air in 
summer afternoons. - rte? both the

ALARMING POSITION.

with his rights as reparian owner, was con- 
cluded.

Mr. Finlay mentioned that the County | 


Council was prepared to pay proper com- 
pensation to Mr. Glover, but he had his 
remedy to secure that compensation, and 
that was provided by the Act under which 
the drainage scheme was carried out by 
bringing a claim in the District: Court. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—How much can the 
District Justice award? 

Mr. Finlay—He is not tied in any way; he 
can award £300 or £500. The case of. the 
County Council is that this is a cheap and 
speedy method, and that Mr. Glover should 
avail himself of it. If it is established that 
an action for trespass of this kind could be 
maintained in the Circuit Court, it will be 
very awkward for the County Council, and 
will mean a lot of expense when drainage 
schemes are begun. The Court would be 
flooded out with actions of this kind. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Is it necessary, from 
your. point of view, that this should be 
established now?

A “SWEEP” PRIZE. 


LONDON RESIDENTS’ CLAIM 
TO SHARE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

n an action in which Joseph Greenberg 
and his wife, Mrs. Rachel Greenberg, 208 
East India Dock read, London, are the plain- 
tiffs, and Morris Leaman, 210 East India 
Dock road, London, and the Trustees and 
Committee of Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Lid.; 
are the defendants, 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. Bernard 
Bernstein), for. the plaintiffs, applied íor 
liberty to issue and serve out of the juris- 
diction a concurrent summons on the defend- 
ant, Morris Leaman, in London. 

Counsel said that the application was 
urgent, because there was a possibility of the 
money claimed by the plaintiffs as their share 
in a prize for a horse which ran in the Cesare- 
witch being paid out to the defendant before 
the trial of the action. The action was to 
recover the plaintiffs’ share—two-thirds—in 
a ticket which drew a horse called Fireaway. 

Mr. Tobias went on to say that Mr. and 
Mrs. Greenberg on June 22 last went into the 
shop of the defendant in Poplar, where a man 
named Sanderson asked them if they would 
take tickets in the “‘ sweep ” on the Cesare- 
witch. After some discussion, they agreed to 
buy three tickets, each ticket to held 
jointly by the three of them. Mrs. Greenberg 
aa eae £1 for, tickets for herself and her 

usband, and Leaman paid 10s. for the third 
ticket. The prize for the ticket drawing the 
horse Fireaway was £1,475, In the ordinary 
course Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Company 
would pay out the money on the 25th inst. 

Counsel produced as an exhibit the 
memorandum of agreement signed by the 
parties to share any winnings. 

Mr. Justice Johnston remarked that the 
document was on a billhead of the Poplar 
Workmen’s Clothing Stores, which announced 
that payments would be received by instal- 
ments, and there was also on it an interesting 
picture of a man measuring another gentle- 
man for a suit. Hé asked was it necessary 
that there should be any litigation at all. 

Mr. Tobias said that there was, owing to 
the possibility of the money being paid to 
the defendant, He thought, however, that 
the matter would become a simple one by the 
issue of this writ. What he had stated was 
set, out in affidavits. A writ had already been 
served on the Committee and Trustees of the 
Hospitals’ Trust, 

Mr, Justice Johnston—Whose name was on 
the two other tickets? 

Mr. Tobias—The Greenbergs; but these 
tickets are out of it, as they did not draw a 
horse.

Ottawa and the World. 


For all practical purposes the results of 
the Ottawa Conference are resolved into a 
series of agreements between Great Britain 
and the various Dominions. There were 
other agreements. New Zealand and Canada 
entered into trade pacts; the Free State 
and Canada made arrangements for their 
mutual profit; every Dominion, in fact, 
effected some kind of agreement with all, 
or nearly all, the others, For geographical 
reasons, and for reasons of population and 
production, none of these inter-Dominion 
pacts is of first importance. The agree- 


effected between the Dominions and Great 
Britain, and the causes are evident. In 
the main, the Dominions are agricultural 
communities ; they manufacture goods, but 
their industrial interests, with a few 
exceptions, are small, and frequently need 
to be bolstered by State support. Great 
Britain lives on her manufacturing 
industries; and so she and the Dominions 
are natural complements of one another. 
They can provide virtually unlimited 
quantities of food; she can turn out 
manufactured goods to suit the needs of 
the whole Empire. A trade arrangement 
between Canada and New Zealand has 
small significance, but a 
exchange between Great Britain, with her 
industries, and any Dominion, with its 
huge supplies of food, clearly must work 
to the profit of both parties. 

As a rule, tariff walls are artificial 
things, designed to fill a temporary deficit. 
in a Government’s money-box or to set 
some struggling or moribund industries on 
their legs. The Ottawa agreements, on 
the other hand, are the foundations of an 
edifice that is designed to last for years. 
Their value to the contracting parties is 
partly clear already, but their full value 
will not be manifest for five or, perhaps, 
ten years to come. They are not mere 
trade treaties, but the first step 
towards a continuously enlarging plan 
of consolidation. Separated, Britain and 
the Dominions have been exposed to the 
crafts and assaults of every trade rival— 
and every country has been a trade rival. 
Joined by the chain forged at Ottawa, 
they form the largest and most powerful 
economic unit on earth. The process of 
unification has only begun; the present 
agreements are little more than “ feelers.”’ 
As their success becomes more readily 
apparent—as the wheels of inter-imperial 
commerce begin to roll more smoothly— 
the process will be intensified, Further 
and more comprehensive agreements will 
bind the nations of the Commonwealth, and 
its vulnerability to economic attack will 
become gradually less. Then the prin- 
ciples evolved at. Ottawa in July will 
begin to bear a real and: practical inter- 
pretation. 

There are some foreign countries to 
which even a momentary brake on their 
commerce with England means calamity. 
Such are Denmark and Sweden. It is 
significant that overtures are being made 
for some sort of a commercial treaty 
between Scandinavia and Britain whereby 
Scandinavia will not be compelled to fight, 
unassisted, against the privileged competi- 
tion of the Dominions in the British 
market. Denmark, however, depends for 
life upon her trade with England, and 
her eagerness to come to terms is less 
revealing than the perturbation of some 
other countries. Few of the nations 
have not made overtures. at one 
time or another since J uly. France 
has renewed her cry of last winter 
for a trade agreement with England; the 
damage which will be done to the trade 
of the United States has furnished Mr. 
Franklin Roosevelt, the Democratic candi-

Postal Reforms. 


After long thought the British Govern- 
ment has decided to give practical effect 
to the Bridgeman Report, and to reforio 
the administration of the Post Office. For 
many years critics of the postal system 
in Great Britain have been urging the 
Government to take this matter in hand. 
They have tried to persuade Ministers 
that the Post Office ought to be con- 
ducted according to the most modern 
methods, and that, above all, it should 
be- freed from the dead hand of the 
elderly bureaucrat. At last the pressure 
of enlightened opinion has had its effect. 
Wisely, as we think, the Government has 
refused to re-organise the Post Office on 
the basis of a public utility company. It 
will remain under the direct control. of 
Parliament ; but its internal economy will 
be re-organised in such a way as to bring 
it abreast of actual conditions. A Board 
of Control will be appointed, with the 
Postmaster-General as Chairman. This 
body will direct the policy of the organisa- 
tion, and executive authority will be 


who will act under the Board, and will 
stand to it in much the same relation in 
which the City Manager stands to the 
Corporation of Dublin. Throughout Great 
Britain staffs will be re-organised on the 
general principle that there has been too 
much centralisation in the past, and that 
local officials ought to receive greater 
power than they have enjoyed ‘hitherto. 
Immediate steps will be taken to 
amalgamate the telephone with the 
telegraph service. The entire organisation 
will be tightened, and it is hoped that its 
general efficiency will be increased. In 
respect of finance, it seems that the 
Government will adopt the Bridgeman 
suggestion that the Post Office should con- 
tribute a fixed sum every year to the 
National Exchequer. The sum of 
£11,500,000 has been mentioned, plus fifty 
per cent. of any surplus profits; the re- 
maining fifty per cent., if this plan is 
approved, will be used by the postal 
authorities to improve their services. In 
the Free State, as in Great Britain, the 
Post Office is considered to be fair game 
for criticism; and certainly the Free State 
services are not so extensive as they were 
under the British régime. Deliveries and 
collections have been restricted; the cost 
of telegrams and of letter post is exces- 
sive, and the telephone service is not yet 
perfect. Nevertheless, in all the circum- 
stances, the Free State public has not 
much. real. cause for complaint, and with 
a few properly directed reforms much 
might be done. We recommend the 
British proposals to Senator Connolly, 
who is a man of progressive ideas.

The Veil of Silence. 


Two years ago the Free State’s Minister 
for Justice (Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney) ap- 
pointed a Committee of Inquiry into the 
laws that concern morals. He was moved 
by the pressure of responsible citizens, who 
felt that—partly as a result of madequate 
laws—social vice had become a real danger 
to the public welfare. The Committee re- 
presented various creeds and interests; 
the scope of its inquiry was extensive, in- 
cluding the working of the Criminal Law 
Amendment Acts, the ugly problem oí 
brothels and prostitution and the vogue 
of dubious amusements. In August, 1951 
—more than twelve months ago—the Com- 
mittee, after a long and careful process 
of investigation, presented to the 
Minister a unanimous report. What has 
become of it? Just six months ago the 
present Minister for Justice (Mr. 
Geoghegan), when questioned in tha Ddil, 
made a curious reply. He said that the 
Executive Council had not found time to 
consider the report, and that its publica- 
tion might be ‘‘ prejudicial to the objects 
which the Committee had in mind.” The 
same secrecy still persists in official quar- 
ters, and champions of public morality 
begin to display a perfectly justifiable im- 
patience. We have reason to believe that 
the Committee’s report is a very frank, 
very grave and very urgent document. 
Nobody who reads the newspapers, or has 
friends among clergy, doctors and police, 
van avoid the conclusion that vice is wide- 
spread in the Free State ; that it flourishes 
through the absence of proper laws ; that 
it lays dreadful pitfalls for the young, and 
is & serious menace not only to public 
morals, but to public health. The Com- 
mittee’s report exposes the facts and re- 
commends legislative remedies, which are 
suggested by local needs and by the ex- 
perience of other countries. Why does the 
Free State Government hesitate to act 
when every moment of its delay puts souls 
in peril? Why is the Committee’s report 
kept im hiding, as if it, rather than 
the evil which it describes, were a shame- 
ful thing? The Free State Government’s 
attitude woudl be-ridiculous if the results 
were less likely to be tragic. We join our 
voice to that of the United Council of the 
Christian Churches in its demand for 
candour and immediate action.

WHO GETS THE BENEFIT ?

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.

\ leading agriculturist in County Meath i 
wrifes that farmers are not getting one 
penny of the 124 per cent bounty on fat 
cattle for shipment promised by the Govern- 
ment. This amount, he says, is given to the 
shippers, who form a ring in the fairs and 
markets, and beat the farmer down to the 
lowest possible price. Then they claim on 
the price, which they state the beasts were 
bought for, 124 per cent., and the farmer 
again is the loser, At the country fairs 
these shippers buy right and left, and the 
farmer who desires to replenish his stock 
for next year, in the hopes of better times, 
has no claim. At the fairs where these 
men are at. work it is almost impossible 
to buy a store beast, and so the vicious 
circle goes on. 

Dealing: with this very question at a 
meeting of the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ 
and Traders’ Association, Mr. Joseph 
Fitzgerald remarked: ‘‘.A lot of people in 
the country think we are getting the full 
benefit of the bounty. I say we are not. 
We are depending on the bounty to get the 
cattle to make their own. They have not 
been making their own, even with the 
bounty.’’ 

As a matter of fact, some exporters, 
complain of delay in haying their claims 
for the bounty settled. From statements 
which have been made in public it would 
seem that these delays are due to a 
difference of view on the question of 
valuation. 


MANY CLAIMS PAID. 


It is clear from inquiry among cattle 
traders and others concerned, that 
hundreds of claims for the bounty, involv- 
ing thousands of pounds, have been 
already paid by the Government. 

The bounty is paid to the men who own 
the cattle at the time of export. Many 
of these are dealers who buy from farmers 
throughout the country, and as owners of 
the stock at the time of shipment they are 
entitled to the bounty. This is not much 
of a consolation to the farmer, who believes 
that he is being deprived of his rights. 

The only way in which the farmer can 
be certain of getting the benefit of the 
bounty is by being stiffer in selling. 
Since farmers are aware that shippers are 
entitled to a bounty of 2s. 6d. in the £ 
on exported fat stock it probably is safe 
to assume that at least a part of the 
bounty now is being passed on to the 
farmers. This conclusion is arrived at 
from a study of the fact that, although 


markets have been falling on the other 


\ side, fats and springere at our leading 


fairs are holding their own, and even 
tending to be dearer. It is more 
difficult to judge in the case of stores, 
as these may represent animals worth any- 
thing from £8 to £14 per beast, but it is 
probable that at least part of the bounty 
is passed on te the stock-breeder. 


A DIFFICULTY. 


Of course the bounty provides an oppor- 
tunity which did not exist before for 
farmers themselves to become. exporters, 
and some farmers have made a start in 
this way. 

A difficulty is that, since the bounty 
came into force on the 5th imst. the 
British market has been pretty fully ca 4 
plied. There is a demand for really 
tip-top cattle and for heifers in England, 
and there is a fairly brisk inquiry for 
choice handy animals in the North of 
England and Scotland. 

There is no doubt that cattle prices 
have fallen considerably, apart from the 
effect of British tariffs, and the bounty 
has helped to prevent them from dropping 
lower. 


THE SITUATION, 


Extensive cattle dealers and farmers 
who had large stocks on hands before the 
bounty came into operation have lost 
heavily on the lower scale of values; but 
it is possible that they may recoup them- 
selves to some extent by purchases made 
since. The sum total of the situation is 
that the cattle trade at the moment is not 
on a profit-making basis, although the 


bounty has helped to bring out a lot of 


animals that would otherwise have re- 
mained at home. 

At the Dublin Cattle Market this week 
the knowledge that the bounty had been 
paid to numerous traders resulted in an 
over-supply of cattle being forwarded, 
because nobody knows how long the 
bounty will last. At the end of last week 
it was thought that the bounty might 
cease as a result of a settlement of the 
economic conflict between Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State. Now it looks 
as if the bounty might be in operation for 
a long time to come. If supplies are 
heavy here, and markets in. Great Britain 
are depressed, exporters will only pur- 
chase at rates that will enable them to 
face competition on the other side of the 
Irish sea.

MR. COSGRAVE’S MOTION. 


By Ovr POLITICAL CorRRESPONPENT. 


LEE possibility of an early debate on 
the motion handed in by Mr. W. T. 
Cosgrave in the Dail on Thursday night 
on the subject of the payment of the land 
annuities was discussed by deputies yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s motion suggests that, 
as the British tarifis on Free State agri- 
cultural produce impose a burden on 
farmers, at least equivalent to their land 
annuities, the Executive Council should 
suspend the collection of the annuities 
while the tariffs remain in operation. 

It is admitted that a full debate on the 
motion would afford an opportunity of 
ventilating one of the most urgent 
questions of the moment. In view of the 
fact that the form of the motion makes 
it tantamoment to a vote of censure on 
the Government, however, it is altogether 
unlikely that the Executive Council will 
afford facilities for debate. By the rules 
of the House, the motion will take its 
place on the order paper following four or 
five other motions which have precedence. 
Unless the motion is given precedence in 
Government time, it might be months 
before it is reached. 

The debate on the President’s statement 
en the London Conference, which 1s to 
take place as soon as the promised White 
Paper is available, will, however, afford 
an opportunity for a similar motion. It 
would be difficult for members of tae 
Government Party, and also for the 
Labour Party, to oppose a proposal of 
the kind. 

The. situation with regard to the 
annuities is steadily becoming acute. Re- 
ports from the country indicate that in 
some areas there have been many refusals 
to pay. Final notices from the Land 
Commission have been served, and if the 
Government has not changed its mind, 
these notices will be followed Ly drastic

LOANS TO BALANCE 
BUDGET.

PARIS BOURSE PRICES 
DROP AT PROSPECT. 


From REvutTer’s CORRRSPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The Bourse to-day was depressed on the 
news that the Government proposes to 
meet nearly half the 1933 budgetary deficit 
by borrowing. It is felt that enough has 
not been done in the way of “ cuts ” in 
expenditure. ' 

he French Cabinet has, however, ap- 

proved the draft Budget. The estimated 
deficit of nearly eight milliard francs (ap- 
proximately £67,000,000 at par) is covered, 
but 3,700,000,000 francs (approximately 
£30,167,000) of this will come from loans. 
In other words, the annual payment of 
pensions will be transferred from the 
Budget to a special fund to be created, and 
certain departmental expenditure will be 
classed as national equipment, financed 
not by the Budget, but by borrowing. 

The remainder, rather over four 
milliards (approximately £33,200,000); 
will be produced by stricter tax collection, 
State salary and pension ‘cuts ” 
(1,400,000,000 francs), a tax on road 
transports and indirect taxation increases. 

The Government admits that these pro- 
posals are elastic. It is ready to discuss 
reasonable modifications. What it insists 
on as imperative is the vote of a genuinely 
balanced Budget by January 1. Any 
delay would, it is calculated, cost the 
Treasury about one milliard francs 
a month.

Rotterdam will be reached 
about 12 noon to-day and Berlin about 
5.50 p.m.

The return journey will start from 
Berlin about 7.30 to-morrow morning, 
and, according to the present schedule, 
the arirval at Baldonnel is timed for 3.50 
on Sunday afternoon.

CONGESTION OF IMPORTS 
AT NORTH WALL. 


The congestion caused by imported 
goods of various kinds at the North Wall, 
Dublin, where they are discharged from 
cross-Channel vessels, is still very marked. 

The latest batch of Customs duties is 
causing the consignees and the Customs 
officials no little annoyance and embarrass- 
ment. Large quantities of dutiable com- 
modities are piled along the quays, and 
Customs officials are almost at their wit’s 
end trying to grasp the effects of the 
several tariffs as rapidly as possible, so as 
to cause the merchant consignees as little 
inconvenience and delay as possible. 
Consignees fully appreciate the endeavours 
of the Customs officials in this regard. 

Some commodities were cleared yester- 
day, but many others, about which the 
officials had a doubt as to the duty to be 
levied, were left over until an exact inter- 
pretation of the duties appertaining to 
them was arrived at. 

A large quantity of British coal is being 
regularly landed, notwithstanding the 
tariff of 5s. a ton levied upon it. No fewer 
than eight coal cargoes of about 2,500 tons 
each were landed at the North Wall yester-

SIR JOHN SIMON’S 
STATEMENT. 


Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary), 
speaking at Cleckheaton last night, said 
that if those who criticised the Govern- 
ment could go behind the scenes in 
Geneva or in the Cabinet room to see what 
really was the part played by the British 
Government and its representatives re- 
garding disarmament, they would not find 
that the Government were either faint- 
hearted or holding back. 

Speaking of the British Note on Ger- 
many’s claim, he said: Germany knows 
perfectly well, as the Premier declared the 
other day, that Britain does not oppose 
her claim to be regarded as an equal at 
the Disarmament Conference. She knows 
how this country has constantly striven 
behind the scenes to bring Germany and 
her neighbours into relations of greater 
confidence ; for the prospects of speedy 
and substantial disarmament largely 
depend on the improvement in such rela- 
tions. 

We have been striving to bring about a 
discussion between Germany, Italy, 
France and ourselves, not as a substitute 
for the Disarmament Conference, but as 
a method of establishing the conditions 
under which Germany will resume her 
place at it, and we shall proceed in this 
task. 


THE FREE STATE DIFFICULTY. 


While Sir John was dealing with the 
Ottawa agreements, someone in the gallery 
asked: ‘‘ Is Ireland a Dominion ?’’ 

‘‘Treland is certainly a Dominion,’’ 
replied Sir John. ‘‘ Nothing has been 
more distressing than the circumstances 
which have made it impossible to make a 
similar arrangement with Ireland. I 
hope that time will soon come.” 

It was distressing, he went on, to find 
that, as things were, they could find no 
way of healing this breach and restoring 
relations which, he was sure, so many 
people in England and in Ireland sincerely 
desired. Let them keep the door open.

MILITARY NET ROUND 
BRIGANDS.

NEWCHWANG, Friday, 


OW the Japanese captain bearded the 
bandit chief in his den, and broaght 
about the release of Mrs, Muriel Pawley 
and Mr. Corkran, was graphically told to- 
day by Captain Kawahito, who, with two 
Japanese gendarmes, one Japanese doctor, 
two Sindeniah guides and thirty police- 
men from the Public Safety Bureau at 
Panshan, penetrated to the bandits’ lair 
and me én the captives back to saíety. 
“The hut where Mrs. Pawley and Mr. 
Corkran were confined,’’ said Captain 
Kawahito, “was heavily guarded, and 
upon entering Í descried the pitiable 
spectacle of the captives tightly bound 
with ropes: and perceptibly trembling. 
Mrs. Pawley’s ever-faithful Alsatian stood 
on guard over his mistress. 

‘* I began the negotiations with Pei Pa- 
tien, and as soon as the terms were agreed 
upon he handed over the captives, still 
bound. With my pocket-knife I cut their 
bonds. 

‘Tears rolled down their cheeks for 
sheer gladness at securing their freedom 
after their forty-four days’ cruel ordeal. 


DELIRIOUS JOY. 


“They jumped and danced about the 
room, while the dog barked himself 
hoarse, and nearly went mad with excite- 
ment. 

“Even I, a seasoned warrior, was 
moved to the verge of tears at the sight,” 
said Captain Kawahito. ; 

““ Pei Pa-tien offered me tea, and after- 
wards I took photographs of the bandits, 
whom I persuaded to pose on the pro- 
mise of greater fame than they had al- 
ready attained. 

“The whole party, including the re- 
leased captives, then left on horseback. 
At Panshan we were greeted by a large 
party, who gave us an ovation, and from 
there Mrs. Pawley and Mr. Corkran were 
taken to Newchwang in a Japanese 
armoured train.’’ 


WELCOME HOME, 


“ My own darling ‘ Tinko,’ this is too 
wonderful.’ This was how Dr. Phillips, 
the father of Mrs. Pawley, greeted his 
daughter on the arrival of the armoured 
train at Yinkow Station last night. Dr. 
Phillips just had time to hug his 
daughter before he was pushed out of the 
way by Mr. Kenneth Pawley, who leapt 
into the train and embraced his wife. 

Captain Kawahito then formally handed 
over his charges to the British Consul, Mr. 
H. H. Bristow, who headed the welcom- 
ing party. Mr. McIntosh, who had also 
been captured by the brigands, but es- 
caped on the first day, was also present. 

The greatest gratitude to the rescuers 
has been expressed on all sides. The 
Commander-in-Chief of the China Station 
has sent the following telegram to Com- 
mander L. H. Bayley, commander of 


H.M.S. Sandwich, who took part in the. 


rescue work :— 

‘I congratulate you and all concerned 
on the successful issue of your unremitting 
labours. Please convey these congratula- 
tions to such others as you may think fit.’’ 


SPEEDY RECOVERY. 


Both Mrs. Pawley and Mr. Corkran are 
now recuperating rapidly. 

The Japanese and other local authorities 
were cordially thanked at a reception 
which Dr. Phillips and Mr. McIntosh 
gave to the British community to-day for 
the express purpose of thanking the rescue 
workers. 

General Wang Tien Chung, Manchurian 
Commandant at Newchwang, mentioned 
that the bandit chief had refused a com- 
mission in the Manchukuo Army. Unless 
he surrendered shortly of his own accord, 
he would probably be captured by the 
troops engaged in clearing the country of 
bandits. 

The terms on which Mrs. Pawley and 
Mr. Corkran were released by the bandits 
have not been disclosed, but Reuter’s 
Tokyo Correspondent learns from an 
official source that out of the 130,000 yen 
(£15,000 at par) paid, British sources 
contributed 35,000 yen (£3,500). The re- 
mainder was supplied by the State of 
Manchukuo,

THE MEANS TEST. 


The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article, says :—Diversity of prac- 
tice was quite deliberately contemplated 
when. the means test was intdiedeced, 
because it would respond to diversity of 
circumstances in different areas. Such 
factors as the cost of living and the 
duration of heavy unemployment de vary 
immensely as between district and dis- 
trict; and it is still a question whether 
the sense of grievance may not be due, 
not so much to diversity of administrative 
practice in itself, as to the fact that 
public assistance areas are not always 
conterminous with areas in which condi- 
tions are uniform. For example, within 
the same public assistance area there may 
well exist both a dear region and a cheap 
region, and care must be taken to see that 
national uniformity of practice does not, 
in fact, mean a continued difference in 
the real amount of relief received by 
different individuals with equal need. A 
lurks in the question 
whether the change is to be applied only 
to the unemployed belonging to insured 
trades, or to all unemployed applicants 
for relief, whether from the taxes or from 
the rates. 


The change is a recognition of the fact— - 


a recognition which might well have been 
made months ago—that when the taxpayer 
has. to find the money, the House of 
Commons cannot indefinitely divest itself 
of responsibility from the manner of its 
expenditure. Lastly, the bill will not in 
any way help to solve the main problem 
of the relief of the destitute, which is 
always—How mucin can be given to the 
unemployed without irreparable damage 
to the employed, from whom the money 
must be taken? The bill will certainly in- 
crease the amount which will be so taken. 
These considerations are not advanced in 
order to show that the proposed experi- 
ment should not be tried, but solely in 
order to show the House of Commons that 
no bill of this kind will absolve it from 
the duty of pressine ahead with two far 
larger and distinct tasks—the first the re- 
form of unemployment insurance, with its 
corollary of the reform of the relief of 
destitution ; and the second, the prosecu- 
tion of all constructive measures calculated 
to lessen the volume of unemployment

STATEMENT BY MR. 
SEAN T. O’KELLY. 


R. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Free State 
Minister for Local Government, met 
a deputation from the Dublin Board of 
Assistance with regard to the relief of un- 
employed in Dublin.

“ The Minister disclaimed Having given 
any undertakings outside his province 
when discussing the matter earlier in the 
week. He recognised that decisions as to 
the amount and form of relief were matters 
for the Board. He had promised to bring 
the representations nó a to him before 
them, but he had not perme’ nor could 
he promise, to coerce the Board into a line 
of action that they would not freely take 
themselves. It is a time of special diffi- 
culty, and he had desired to confer with 
the Board in order to keep in touch with 
them, He could not make any promise or 

ledge about fresh or increased grants ; 
ut, if a scheme of work were submitted, 
he would examine it sympathetically and 
do what he could to forward it. 

“The members of the Board present 
were Mrs. Kettle, Alderman Lawlor, 
Senator L. O'Neill, Miss E. O'Connor, 
Mrs. Fitzsimons, Mr. P. J. Medlar, Mr. 
J. Tunney, Mr. J. J. Sheil, and Mr. C.

© more money is to be disbursed from 
sweepstake proceeds to the hospitals 
until a commission has been set up by the 
Government and has investigated the 
entire position. 

Dr. Ward, the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Local Government aad 
Public Health, made this announcement in 
the Dail yesterday when he foreshadowed 
new sweepstakes legislation, which is to 
come before the House this session, pro- 
bably within three weeks. He was reply- 
ing to criticisms which had been made by 
Mr. T. J. Murphy, a West Cork Labour 
deputy, who had introduced a private bill 
to bring certain hospitals in Cork within 
the range of the “ sweeps.’’ This bill was 
given a second reading, after which Mr, 
Murphy, in view of the ministerial 
announcement, agreed to the postponement 
of its further stages until the Government 
bill had come before the House. 


NO FREE BEDS FOR POOR, 


Briefly, Mr. Murphy’s allegation was 
that, while some of the hospitals which 
benefited from the sweepstakes had 
observed their obligations, others had not. 
It will be remembered that legislation 
provides that allocations of money are 
made on the understanding that twenty- 
five per cent. of the beds should be devoted 
to the free accommodation of the very 
poor. Mr. Murphy mentioned one 
hospital which, he said, had no free beds, 
and, as he had been told, had no intention 
of providing any. 

Dr. Ward sympathised with Mr. 
Murphy’s complaint, and explained that 
there was no statutory power to ensure 
that the hospitals which were beneficiaries 
should keep their obligations. Hence the 
new bill. 

The proposal had a blessing from Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, who, as the Minister 
responsible for the supervision, of sweep- 
stakes under thé late Government, re- 
marked on the ‘difference between the 
amounts that were expected to be realised 
when the sweepstakes were first legalised 
and the amounts that had actually been 
cbtained. The expectations of even the 
most sanguine people had been realised a 
thousand-fold, he declared. 


AMALGAMATION OF 
HOSPITALS, 


Had such a success been thought of, 
said Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, the small 
Dublin hospitals would probably have 
been amalgamated into two or three large 
hospitals, a step which would have made 
both for efficiency and economy; and he 
Was anxious that this should be accom- 
plished under the new bill. Without com- 
mitting himself on this point, Dr. Ward 
stressed the fact that the commission 
would go into all aspects of the hospitals’ 
position, 

With this matter out of the way, 
deputies settled down to discuss a demand 
for another commission, this time by 
General Sean MacKoin, who wanted an 
inquiry into claims for losses sustained 
as a result of military operations between 
1916 and 1921. What the Government’s

QUEENSTOWN COUNCIL’S

HOUSE-HUNTING IN

THOUSANDS ON THE 
WAITING LIST, 
Reference to the clamour for housing 
accommodation in Dublin City was made 
during the hearing of an appeal against 
an ejectment in the Dublin Circuit Court 
yesterday, when it was stated that the 
Dublin Artisans’ Dwelling Company had 
several thousands of people on their lists 

waiting for houses. 

The company had obtained a decree in 
the District Court for the ejectment of a 
tenant, mainly on the grounds that the 
house had not been kept in proper order, 
that it had been sub-let, and that a dog 
was kept, contrary to an undertaking. 
The tenant appealed against this decision, 
but the appeal failed. 

Mr. A. Corbett, counsel for the 
company, said that when inspectors visited 
the house they found it in need of repair. 
There was a rusty old bedstead in one 
room, coal on the floor of the parlour, and 
a dog in the coal hole. They had to insist, 
in the interests of the general body of 
tenants, on houses being kept in decent 
and proper condition. In this case they 
had offered another house, but the offer 
had been refused and was no longer open. 

Judge Davitt put a stay of two months 
on the ejectment.

REORGANISATION OF 
FRENCH LINE.

BIG YEARLY SUBSIDY FROM 
GOVERNMENT. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The Compagnie Générale Transatlan- 
tique, whose precarious financial position 
necessitated the offer of Government 
assistance last year, is about to be re- 
organised with an annual initial Govern- 
ment subsidy of 150 million francs 
(approximately £1,800,000), which will be 
accel later. 

The Government’s scheme, which was 
published to-day, provides for the forma- 
tion of a yew company with a capital of 
180 millf¥n francs (a little over 
£2,000,000). During its early years the 
company must set aside no less than 
ninety million francs yearly to pay off 
the commitments of the old company, 


whose deficit is estimated at 782 million 


francs. 

- After a few years the Government sub- 
sidy will be reduced to a minimum fifty 
million francs yearly. Rationalisation 
will be the guid: g@ principle, and unre- 
munerative ‘* sideshows,’’ such as hotels 
in Northern Africa, will, it is stated, be 
liquidated. In addition, the board of 
management will be re-cast on lines of

AMOUNT OF OUTSTANDING

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee) said that he was sorry that the 
speeches of Deputy McGilligan, who was one 
of the ' bright young things ” of his party, 
should in this matter have degenerated into 
mere echoes of each other. The Opposition 
had suddenly developed a great regard for 
legal opinion. They asked the Government 
what legal opinion they had to justify them 
in retaining the land annuities, and the 
moneys formerly paid to Great Britain in 
regard to the R.I.C. It seemed to him that 
it would have been much more practical from 
the country’s point of view to know what 
legal opinion was obtained by tae last 
Government before they decided to pay these 
pensions.

Auditors “Star Chamber 
Inquiry.

James J. Gallen, of Knockboyne, Navan, 
late Secretary of the County Meath Con- 
mittees of ‘Agriculture and Vocational Educa- 
tion, charged at the Trim Circuit Court, was 
found not ‘guilty on 34 counts, which included 
forgery and uttering, with intent to defraud, 
a number of paving orders drawn on the 
Vocational Committee. The amount involved 
in the charges was £84 4s 

Mr, 4acBernard, Government auditor, gave 
evidence that the sureharge was on Mr, 
Gallen, and that an appeal by Mr. Gallen 
was pending. Papers concerning the case had 
been sent to the Attorney-General, 

The accused man, giving evidence, said that 
he had 27 years’ service under the Meath 
County Council. Before his appeal against 
the auditor's surcharge was heard he was 
arrested and directed not to go near the 
accounts involved. The auditor held a sworn 
inquiry—a “ star chamber inquiry,’’ at which 
ne was not present. He thought it unfair 
that he should have been arrested before his 
appeal was considered. 

Judge Devitt remarked that the position 
in which Mr. Gallen had been placed was “a 
terrilile one. 

The witness added that he did not get a 
chance of checking the auditor’s figures, and, 
therefore, did not pay the surcharge. 

Mr. B. McGuckin. who defended. said that 
the charges were largely the growth of the 
fantastic imagination of the little mind of the 
auditor, whose pose was that of a sleuth- 
hound for the Local Government Department. 

The jury, after fifteen minutes’ absence, re- 
turned a verdict of “not guilty "on all 
counts, 


LITERARY SOCIETY.

UNEXPLORED FIELDS OF 
IRISH DRAMA. 


Lectur'ing on the future of Irish drama 
before the Dublin Literary Society last 
night, Mr. Lyle Donaghy said that, after the 
interruption of the Trish literary tradition 
by invasion, Irish tradition pers sted in a 
hidden Iveland, and, even down to modern 
times, in a hidden Ulster; but the power 
which should have entered into the new 
dramatic tradition lent itself to an alien 
tradition. 

The greatest of those who contributed to 
a foreign literary tradition were Goldsmith, 
Sheridan and Congreve. Jhey could not say 
that these writers were not Irish, but they 
employed Irish genius to enrich English 
tradition. Perhaps, that was the kind of 
git which did not make the giver poorer. 

It was the full singing voice of Ireland 
that they heard in Clarence Mangan, Davis, 
Ferguson and Allingham. The writers who 
contributed to the romantic literary revival 
in Ireland were sufficiently Irish to have 
proved unass milable to the literary English 
tradition, and vet the troubling of the waters 
had not been complete. The waters had not 
flooded up in the well with the wide re- 
freshing of life for which they still waited. 

Once, the flooding of the well waters 
seemed very near. it was when Pearse and 
McDonagh lived and wrote. Then the self- 
conscious Irsh genius—self-conscious, yet 
taking itself for granted—strong in its purity, 
fearing no taint, seemed for a brief space 
about to overflow its bounds, but Pearse died. 
and once more a pause befell in the spiritual 
development of Ireland, The true modernisa- 
tion of Iveland consisted in the development 
of the national self.
